MUCH FOOD IS USED 


TO FEED STUDENTS 


To Feed Thousind Students »t Uni- 


versity Large Quantity of Food 


Is lequired Every Day. 
[SJ'ECIAL TO THE GAZETTE] 
' 


Madison, Wis., April 13.—How much: 
food 1,000 college students eat in the: 
course of a year is roughly indicated! 
by figures.from the University of Wis- 
consin kitchen, which 
supplies the 
dining rooms at Barnard and Chad- 
bourne halls and a student cafeteria. 
It feeds in. all 1,000 people every day. 
Cream pie is the most popular dessert, 
cream of pea soup the favorite soup, 
and corn the chosen vegetable. 
Eighty-five 
loaves 
of white bread 
and thirty loaves of graham bread are 
baked every day. Besides these. 130 
loaves of a special kind are bought to 
use in making toast. It takes fifteen 
bushels of spinach to feed the thou- 
sand whenever that green is served. 
Eight bushels of potatoes are used 
every day, or two carloads a year. 
The milk, of which 380 quarts are 
used daily, is obtained from an outly- 
ing farm which is scientifically man- 
aged and keeps onlv registered Guern- 
sey cattle. The latest test for bacteria 
in the milk showed the count to be 
very low. 
Fifteen gallons of cream 
are purchased daily from a local dairy. 
Whenever' bananas are served, four 
full bunches are 
needed. This in- 
cludes those which go into 
banana 
cream pie and the banana salad. Six 
dozen heads of lettuce go in the salad 
for one meal. Three cases of oranges 
are used every 
time oranges 
are 
served. 
One hundred pounds of but- 
ter is sufficient to feed the large and 
hungry family each day. 
Two carloads of flour is used for 
baking purposes in the kitchen. Ap- 
ples, sweet potatoes, and other per- 
ishable goods are 
bought 
in small 
quantities from local dealers. 
Cream ot tomato soupp comes first 
In favor1 at the 
tables in the halls, 
though pea soup is the greater favor- 
ite in the cafeteria. A study is made 
of the favorite dishes and the public 
taste is thus catered to.

KEEP SPECIALISTS BUSY

The next step is to repair the p 
per. The paper of some of these let- 
ters was so old when received that it 
would fall to pieces if struck. 
This 
is strengthened by laying of crepoline, 
a transparent cloth, on both sides of 
the piece of paper. 
Other letters needed mending along 
the edges with parchment paper. To 
cover holes a piece of paper is glued 
over the edges and is left larger than 
the hole until dry. It is then cut down 
to the proper size and the edges sand- 
papered until smooth. After all such 
repairs are made the letters are mount- 
ed on large white sheets and prepared 
for binding.

! ed by Senator A. P. Tomkins, who ap- 
| peared for -Notion, that the man could- 
not have committed a greater crime 
than murder in the second degree, 'for 
which the punishment is not to exceed 
twenty-five years. 
A conditional pardon was granted to 
Anna Suderland, convicted in Chip- 
pe\ya county, Jan. 21, 1911, of the 


i crime of murder in. the second degree 
i and sentenced to Waupun for a term of 
i 15 yc-ars. 
The governor refused the 
' application of Thomas Larkjn of Mil- 
| waukee county, who was sentenced on 
March 27, 1915, for three years in Wau- 
pun {or attempted burglary. The ap- 
plication of Alfred Hayes, convicted on 
Jan. 21, 1916, of abandonment and sen- 
tenced to one year, was also refused. 
Considerable interest was manifest- 
ed by Gov. Philipp in the case of Carl 
Boek, convicted from Columbia county 
of murcler in the first degree and'sen- 
tenced to Waupua for life. He asked 
scores of questions and finally pom- 
muted the sentence to twenty years. 
As Boek was sentenced.on August 15.
